BEFORE ME, the undersigned authority, on this day personally appeared the undersigned 
affiant, who after being by me duly sworn on oath deposes and says: My name is Officer 
AD Taylor #3604, of the Fort Worth Police Department Special Operations Division 
and I have good reason to believe and do believe that on or about the 10 th day of 
November, 2011, in Tarrant County, Texas, Hunter Wallace McLaughlin W/M 
06/23/1987 did then and there commit the offense of DELIVERY OF MARIJUANA, HSC 
481.120 (b) (3) (Felony) in that he did then and there intentionally and knowingly deliver 
marijuana to your affiant Fort Worth Police Officer AD Taylor #3603, including any 
adulterants and dilutants. 

My belief is based upon the following facts and information: 

1 . That your affiant, Officer AD Taylor #3604, has been a Fort Worth Police Officer for over 
five (4) years and is currently assigned to the Special Operations Division, Narcotic 
Section. 

2. That on or about the 13th day of October, 2011, Officer JC Williams #3603 began an 
investigation of illegal narcotic sales from a subject named "Hunter" (later identified as 
Hunter Wallace McLaughlin W/M 06/23/1987). Officer JC Williams #3603 received 
information from a confidential informant that a W/M known as "Hunter" (McLaughlin) was 
selling hydroponic marijuana and powder cocaine to students from Texas Christian 
University. 

3. That on the 1 3 th day of October, 201 1 , Officer JC Williams #3603 successfully purchased 
marijuana from McLaughlin, which was later laboratory tested and confirmed to be 
marijuana. See details on FWPD #11-106360. 

4. That on the 1 3 th day of October, 201 1 , Officer JC Williams #3603 also received information 
that "Hunter" had been arrested before for Public Intoxication. Officer JC Williams #3603 
then ran the name "Hunter" through the FWPD system near W. Berry St. and came back 
with several results. One of the results that came back was for a subject named "Hunter 
Wallace McLaughlin W/M 6/23/1987 DL#1 3965457". Officer JC Williams #3603 then 
looked at the picture on this driver's license and confirmed that this was the same person 
from whom Officer JC Williams #3603 purchased the marijuana. 

5. That on the 26 th day of October, 2011, Officer JC Williams #3603 continued an 
investigation of illegal narcotic sales from McLaughlin.

6. That on the 26 th day of October, 201 1 , at approximately 8:50pm, Officer JC Williams #3603 
drove over to McLaughlin's residence at 3201 Merida St. Fort Worth, Tarrant County, TX. 
Officer JC Williams #3603 walked up to the back door of the residence and observed that it 
was open. As Officer JC Williams #3603 was walking up, Officer JC Williams #3603 
observed another W/M who was also walking up to the door and introduced himself as 
"Justin". Justin asked Officer Williams if he was going to buy some "weed" also. Officer JC 
Williams #3603 told him he was and followed him inside the back door. Once Officer JC 
Williams #3603 walked inside, Officer JC Williams #3603 observed McLaughlin filling up a 
plastic baggy with a green leafy substance, which through training and experience, Officer 
JC Williams #3603 believed to be marijuana. McLaughlin was grabbing the purported 
marijuana from a plastic container, which Officer JC Williams believed to contain 1-2 lbs of 
marijuana. McLaughlin greeted us and handed "Justin" the plastic baggy that Officer JC 
Williams observed him filling up. He then looked at Officer Williams and said, "A half?" 
Officer JC Williams said, "Ya". McLaughlin then filled up another plastic baggie with the 
same green leafy substance (ITEM 1 ) and handed it to Officer Williams. The agreed upon 
price for ITEM 1 was $170.00, which Officer JC Williams handed to McLaughlin after he 
handed Officer Williams ITEM 1 . After a brief conversation, Officer JC Williams then left 
this location. During the buy, Officer JC Williams also met another W/M, who introduced 
himself as "Clay Hicks", who told "Justin" and Officer JC Williams that he was the owner of 
the house and lived there. 

7. That on the 31 st day of October, 2011, Sharon Patton, a Chemist with the Fort Worth 
Police Crime Lab, conducted an analysis of Item #1. The analysis was conducted under 
lab# 1 1 -06357 and revealed that Item # 1 contained 1 2.23 GM of marijuana. That Officer 
JC Williams documented the details of this offense under Fort Worth Police report number 
11-111312. 

8. That on the 1 th day of November, 201 1 , at approximately 4:20 pm, your; affiant and Officer 
JC Williams drove over to McLaughlin's residence at 3201 Merida St., Fort Worth, Tarrant 
County, Texas. Your affiant and Officer Williams walked up to the back door of the 
residence. Officer Williams knocked on the back door of the residence. McLaughlin 
opened the back door and invited us inside the residence. Once inside the residence your 
affiant observed McLaughlin open the kitchen cabinet and retrieve a plastic container 
sitting on a shelf in the cabinet. Inside the container, your affiant observed a green leafy 
substance, which through training and experience, your affiant believed to be marijuana. 
McLaughlin began to weigh a quantity of the purported marijuana using a digital scale that 
was on the kitchen counter. McLaughlin weighed out approximately 1 / 2 oz of the purported 
marijuana and placed it into a plastic baggie. McLaughlin then handed the plastic baggie 
containing the purported marijuana(ltem #1) to Officer Williams. Officer Williams then 
stated to McLaughlin, $170.00 or $160.00? McLaughlin replied $160.00 is ok. I then 
handed McLaughlin $160.00 in official buy money. We briefly discussed possible future 
purchases, then your affiant and Officer Williams left McLaughlin's residence.

9. That on the 10 th day of November, 2011, Officer Williams maintained custody of the 
purported marijuana and submitted it to the FWPD property room under tag #110014497. 

10. That your affiant documented the details of the offense under Fort Worth Police report 
number 11-116476. 

1 1 .That on the 11 th day of November, 201 1 , Jennifer Jeandron, a Chemist with the Fort Worth 
Police Crime Lab, conducted an analysis of Item #1. The analysis was conducted under 
lab# FW1 1-06650 and revealed that Item # 1 contained 13.76 GM of marijuana. 



WHEREFORE, I request that an arrest warrant be issued for the suspect, Hunter Wallace 
McLaughlin W/M 06/23/1 987 hereinbefore designated according to the laws of this State.
